The Incendiary Tactics that 
T error in the Ohio Mining 
in 1884 Adopted—Situation 
lories in Illinois—The Outlook One 
of Danger. 


Co l u m b u s, Ohio, April 24.—The torch 
of the incendiary is a t work in the 
strike region of the Hocking Valley, 
and the terrible scenes of 1884 may be 
repeated in th at once famous section. 
Yesterday at Nelsonville miners dis­ 
covered the Monday mine on fire. The 
flames were started near the mouth, 
and all efforts to quench the blaze 
have so far been unsuccessful.

with 
the 
situation 
say 
that 
there 
is 
a 
possibility 
of 
the 
fire extending to 
the Brusli 
Creek mines, and in th at event the 
loss would run up into many thou­ 
sands of dollars. 
It was the work of 
strikers. 
The fire recalls sim ilar inci­ 
dents of incendiarism, and especially 
the burning of a hopper guarded by 
Pinkerton detectives during the big 
strike in ’84. 
It was claimed at th at 
time th a t the hopper was fired by the 
detectives to keep up the excitem ent 
President John McBride of the mine 
workers is feeling much encouraged 
over the situation pertaining to the 
great strike. 
His mail was heavy w ith 
letters from leaders in all the great 
coal fields bringing inform ation th at 
the suspension is rapidly becoming 
more general and the outlook more 
flattering for the success of the strike. 
President McBride says there is no 
foundation for the story th at the strike 
will be lost because the miners are 
starving and the organization has no 
strike fund on hand. 
Ile says th a t 
nine out of ten of the m iners’ strikes 
in this country have been won w ith­ 
out money. 
The great Hocking Val­ 
ley strike of 18S4-’»5, which lasted ten 
months and in which 7,000 miners 
were engaged, was a moneyless strike. 
The organization did not at th at time 
have even enough funds in its treasury 
to pay the salary of its officers. 
Mr. McBride summed up the situa­ 
tion in the present struggle as fol­ 
lows: 
‘•M arland miners will hold a gen­ 
eral mass m eeting next Thursday to 
determine w hether to join in the sus­ 
pension in a body. 
Southern Iowa is 
out, but a general stoppage will not 
occur until after the state convention 
of miners to be held a t Albia May 2. 
Every mine in the Indian territory 
has suspended.

The district convention will be 
held a t Charleston Tuesday.

W a s h in g t o n , April 24.—In the senate 
yesterday Mr. Peffer introduced by re­ 
quest a bill “to dispose of idle labor 
and discourage idle wealth in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia.” 
It embodies the 
principle of taxation of unearned in­ 
crement, the proceeds to be applied to 
the employment of idle labor. 
Mr. Peffer then sought to take up 
his resolution for the appointm ent of 
a communication to receive petitions 
from Coxey’s army, but his motion was 
defeated by a vote of 17—republicans, 
12; populists, 4; democrats I) to 27 
(democrats, 21; republicans, 6). 
The bill for the protection of game 
in Yellowstone park passed and the 
tariff bill was taken up. 
Senator 
W ashburn of Minnesota addressed the 
senate in opposition to the bill. 
Senator W ashburn said the people of 
his state were only to a limited extent 
direct beneficiaries of the protective 
system, although they had learned 
th at the well-paid laborers of the east 
were better consumers of their pro­ 
ducts 
than 
the 
poorly paid la­ 
borers of Europe. 
The present bill, 
he declared, in its effect on eastern 
m anufacturers would be disastrous to 
th a t m arket 
The worst blow to the 
farm ers of the northwest, however, 
was contained in the clause repeal­ 
ing the reciprocity treaties. 
He pre­ 
dicted th a t the American people would 
resent their abrogation. 
He declared 
th a t the only increase in our trade 
during the last year of hard times was 
w ith the reciprocity countries, while 
there had been a falling off in 
countries. 
“ No government,” he said in con- 
! elusion, “ever threw away a greater 
opportunity to promote its foreign 
trade and secure commercial advan­ 
tages for its citizens than is being sac­ 
rificed by the pending bilL 
Not only 
are the reciprocity treaties th at were 
made by the last adm inistration to be 
absolutely and peremptorily revoked 
w ithout consulting the rights and 
wishes of the other parties to the 
agreements,

Mr. Hill prom ptly replied 
agreeing to the proposition and sug­ 
gesting th at the company would name 
one arbitrator, the employes or their 
representatives to select a second, and 
those two to select the third. 
In the 
event of their inability to agree on a 
man the decision to be made by Judges 
Nelson and Thomas of the United 
States court. 
It is thought the men 
will a t once agree to this. 
Everything was quiet yesterday at 
Wilmar, where the conflict occurred 
Saturday between the United States 
m arshal and strikers. Passenger trains 
arrived from the east, west, and south, . 
and were allowed to depart without 
interference.

If it is fair for the members of 
the General Managers’ association to 
assist each other, as they are doing, it 
is fair th a t the men on all roads should 
assist each other. 
There are now four 
Pacific transcontinental lines clamor­ 
ing for word to go out on a strike, and 
bear it well in mind th at these men 
will have something to say about the 
conditions under which they are to 
work.’’

One of them told me th e 
other day th a t he had been doing 
$1,200 w orth of work for every $400 he 
had received during the last year. 
A 
m ovem ent is now on foot to raise a 
fund to send a com petent law yer be­ 
fore the suprem e court and argue 
against the celebrated Bonygne de­ 
cision. 
This is the m an who sent in a 
bill of $12,000 to Tw eed’s law yers for 
his w ork on the Tw eed case, to g e th e r 
w ith the transcripts of money ordered. 
The law yers refused to pay it on the 
ground th a t they were sim ply acting 
as agents of th eir clients, and w ere 
not personally responsible for th e bill. 
The general 
term 
sustained 
the 
decision, 
w hen Bonynge 
brought 
suit, and the case was lost every 
tim e it was appealed. 
Now stenogra­ 
phers are com pelled to w ait until 
th eir law yers collect th eir fees from 
clients, and if there are no collections 
the stenographer’s bill is held o 
r. 
The only rem edy is to g et a w ritten 
contract from th e law yer him self to 
be personally responsible for the bill; 
b u t few court stenographers care to 
risk loss of friends and patronage by 
insisting 
on 
this 
precaution. 
Of 
course, g reat law firms pay

stenographers prom ptly as they would 
pay any o th er employe, and do not ask 
them to share th eir risks in business. 
B ut the g reat m ajority of sm all firms 
and individuals in bad tim es take ad­ 
vantage of the law and the stenogra­ 
phers have to suffer.

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DID CHARLES COATS 
KILL TRITSCHLER? 


Suspected Fulton Man Placed In 
Jail Last Night. 


SOME OF T H E CIRCUM STANCES 
ARE MUCH AGAINST HIM 


But that May Be All—Officer Hogan 
and Constable W allace Cochrane 
Made the Arrest Last Evening— 
The Accused Sticks to His Story— 
Details of the Crime. 
Did Officer Hogan and Constable 
W allace Cochrane bring the m urderer 
of W eibert Tritschler to Janesville 
last night when they drove into town 
w ith Charles Coats of Fulton in their 
carriage? 
Fulton and Edgerton people almost 
to 
a 
man 
would say th at they 
did. 
Coats was taken into custody at 
Fulton a t 8:30 o’clock last night and 
brought direct to Janesville. 
His ar­ 
rest followed an exhausting search of 
the fields and country surrounding the 
scene of the crime and the village of 
Fulton and City of Edgerton. 
From 
noon until 8 p. rn. the officers tram ped 
about exam ining foot prints and ques­ 
tioning people whom they thought 


explain how his boots come to corre­ 
spond w ith tracks th a t were found at 
the scene and leaving it, but such is 
the case. 
When Constable Cochrane 
examined Coats’ coat a t the jail he 
found spots upon his coat th a t he 
thought were blood stains but they 
may come from an injured thum b th at 
Coats carries done up in a rag. 
The 
spots are the same size as those found 
on the tumbledown fence in front of 
Peter Matheson’s tenem ent house on 
the dark and tree lined road where 
Tritechler was slain. 
Cutting 8cross 
the fields from Edgerton as if to inter­ 
cept Tritschler are the well defined 
tracks of short and wide boots such as 
Coats wore. This track, while it may 
not be Coats’, comes out at the point 
where the civil engineer’s life blood 
attracts a swarm of flies and discolors 
the earth in two spots the size of a 
big w ater pail. 
Across the road and 
leading through plowed land are sev­ 
eral tracks leading tow ard the iGdian 
Ford road which Coats claims to have 
traveled on his way home. 


T w o 
T h eories o f 
Officers. 


The officers have two theories, either 
of which m ight apply in the cass. One 
is th a t the m urderer cut across the 
fields from Edgerton ana waited for 
Tritschler a t the place where his 
blood spatters the fence, and then cut 
across lots again to the Indian Ford 
road. 
The other is th a t the man who 
did the foul deed overtook Tritschler 
at the place where he was found, and 


took. 
When asked if th a t was not a 
longer route he said th at “ people said 
th at it was half a mile fu rth er.” 
He 
insisted th a t he never went the other 
road but always took 
the longer 
route. 
He could give no reason for so 
doing except th a t the “ other road 


have been in New York City 
60 th at 
I knew some of his stories about th a t 
city were correct because I know 
things were as he says they were. He 
claims to have laid out V anderbilt’s 
grounds and asked me if I had seen 
them. 
He also described A. T. Stew- 
was more lonesome.” 
As a m atter of ar^ s pio.ce and claimed to have haa an 
fact there are many more houses on 
the road th a t Tritschler took, which 
was also the road th at all the Fulton 
people traveled, th at there were on 
the Indian Ford route. 
A good beateu 
path i3 worn all the way from Edger­ 
ton to Fulton on the direct road while 
on the Indian Ford way there is 
scarcely a path at all. 
To the aver­ 
age person the former route would be 
much less lonesome than the latter. 
Coats said th a t he had carried the 
mail so much, his brother-in-law hav­ 
ing the contract, th at the Indian Ford 
route had become his favorite way of 
going and th at when he walked he al­ 
ways went and came th at way al­ 
though if he was driving he would go 
the short route as there were fewer 
hills. 
No 
am ount 
of 
questioning 
would shake his story and he did not 
appear to be in the least nervous al­ 
though he was apparently wrapped in 
deep thought a good share of the time 
and once on the way to Janesville he 
began to whistle softly as he did when 
he was w atching the examination of 
his boot.

United States hotel of Edgerton cor ­ 
roborated this story, saying Coats lef* 
his bar room about th a t time. 
At 
th at time Tritschler was, as near as 
can be learned, lying in a drunken 
stupor near the Edgerton burying 
ground. 
He was talking to himself 
incessantly as was his custom. 
G. C. 
Biederman saw him in th a t ccaidition 
at 7:30 when he drove down to Edger­ 
ton a t IO o’clock or thereabouts when 
Biederman drove back he saw T rits­ 
chler in nearly the same place. 
John 
Haynes and Fred Dixon who live 
near heard Tritschler 
swearing to 
himself and Dixon threatened him 
w ith arrest saying th a t he would send 
for the marshal. 
“ Send for him!” 
was Trifcchler’s 
surly answer. 
About this time, according to the 
story, Coats was 
leaving Edgerton 
over the same road after having sev­ 
eral drinks of beer and w hisky.

C oats W ent th e O ther W ay. 
Chats says th at he did 
not 
see 
Tritschler on the road and th a t he and 
the dead man traveled in different di­ 
rections, Tritschler going on the di­ 
rect road to Fulton while Coats went 
by way of Indian Ford, which route, 
the residents say, is at least half a 
mile further. 
Nobody saw Coats on 
the road and he says he m et nobody. 
He got home at 11:30 p. rn., he says, 
bis brother-in-law Mr. Blanchard w ith 
whom he lives, telling him Sunday 
m orning th a t it was th a t hour. 
When Coats was asked by Officer 
Hogan to step into the surrey and ride 
to Janesville he said: 
“ All right; I’ll go 
but I’m not

On the way to Janesville ho spoke 
but once or twice when questioned. 
He is a young man tw enty-three years 
of age and has lived a t Milwaukee, 
Appleton, Spring Green, Stoughton 
and Fulton and was born in Indiana.

It was eight o’clock in the evening 
when Officer Hogan aud Constable 
Cochrane decided to take Coats for a 
ride. 
The la tte r had been tram ping 
the plowed land from the scene of the 
rauider down to the Indian Ford road, 
while Officer Hogan had been in the 
other direction and incidentally in­ 
terviewed Mrs. George Murwin w ith 
whom Tritschler boarded. 
They met 
a t Fulton a t 8 o’clock and decided to 
meet Coats on the road home from 
Coxhead’s quarry, where he worked. 
Midway between Fulton and the Ford 
they met him. 
Coats was walking 
w ith his sister and when called to 
stepped briskly up to the carriage. 
For fifteen m inutes he was questioned 
and when asked to remove his boot he 
did so and handed it to Officer Hogan 
who compared it with the m easure­ 
ments th a t had been taken of the 
tracks found. 
“ Is it the same as the footprints up 
there?” rem arked Coats in a semi­ 
questioning voice as he whistled to 
himself, and saw th at the sticks cut 
at the place where the tracks were 
found corresponded exactly w ith the 
sole and heel.

have been perfectly natural and it 
m ight have been perfe tly assumed, 
but Officer Hogan did not like its 
tone.

C oats S tu n t to H is Story. 
Coats insisted th a t he came home 
Saturday night by w a y of the Ford 
and not on the road th a t T ritschler 


T ritsch ler’s B lo o d S p attered th e F en ee and 
Soaked th e E arth. 
The place where T ritschler 
was 
slain 
was 
not an ideal spot for 
such a crime. 
On the right side of 
the road a smooth beaten path winds 
along between the row of soft maple 
trees an an old board fence. One hun­ 
dred feet west of the spot is a stone 
culvert. 
Nearly opposite is the tene­ 
m ent house of Peter Matheson, which 
stands nearly in the center of a plowed 
field on Orrin Pomeroy’s land. 
M ath­ 
eson heard no sound th a t night, al­ 
though his house is but two hundred 
feet or so from the place where Trits- 
chler’s life was clubbed out, and his 
dog did not bark th a t night. 
H arri­ 
son Smith, who lives in the next 
house west and but a short distance 
away, says his family heard no un­ 
usual sound, but he himself was in 
Evansville. 
Spots of blood from the 
size of a pin’s head to considerable 
larger, litter the fence for a distance 
of seven feet on both sides. 
The bot­ 
tom board had become loosened on 
the upper edge and the sod holds it 
in an inclined position, but there are 
spot? Of blood on the under side the 
same as on the other boards, which 
shows conclusively th a t 
Tritschler 
was pounded as he lay upon the 
ground. 
Perhaps two feet apart are 
the two blood pools which were yes­ 
terday thickened and dried on the 
edges. 
From their position there can 
be but little doubt but w hat Tritschler 
struggled to his knees after he re­ 
ceived the first blow, and then fell 
forward again. 
Both pools contained 
about aa equal am ount of 
blood. 
Across the road was the place where 
the murderee had left his footprint as 
he cut the club th a t he used to finish 
Tritschler.

ing experiences, lose their nerve, but 
Donahoe is said by his friends to be as 
good an engineer as there is on the 
road.

The 
train was a little late 
and 
good 
time was being made, when, a short 
distance above where the accident oc­ 
curred, the coupling between the two 
locomotives broke and Decker’s engine 
dashed ahead. 
The fog was so thick 
th a t Donahoe did not miss Decker’s 
engine, and did not dream of peril un 
til he collided w ith it. 
Decker had 
slowed down when he found his engine 
detached from Donahoe’s. 
The force of the collision was ter­ 
rific. 
Donahoe’s engine was derailed 
and ran over four hundred feet along 
the ties, when it plunged into the 
river, dragging two cars w ith it. Dona­ 
hoe could not have reversed his lever, 
or, if he did, it must have got jammed, 
for the engine wheels kept on turning 
until steam was exhausted. 
The en­ 
gine was badly broken up. 
Donahoe did not jump, but stuck to 
his post, and when found was jammed 
in the coal, which had been hurled for­ 
ward against the boiler. When pulled 
out he was found to have escaped w ith 
out a scratch. 
Donahoe was suspended, but was re­ 
stored to duty a few days later. Those 
who visited the scene of the wreck 
while the work of pulling his engine 
out of the river was in progress wer 
mystified how Donahoe escaped being 
killed. 
But this is not the only narrow es­ 
cape Engineer Donahoe has had. 
He 
was in charge of the engine th a t 
dashed into the rear of the Niagara 
Falls express, at Hastings, Christmas 
eve, 1891, when a dozen persons were 
killed and many injured. 
Among the 
form er was Editor John R. Bagnall of 
the Poughkeepsie Star. 
In the same 
wreck Mrs. Homer Baldwin was fright­ 
fully injured and disfigured for life. 
Donahoe left New York th a t Christ­ 
mas eve a t 8 o’clock w ith the S t 
Louis express. Half an hoar previous­ 
ly the N iagara Falls express 
had 
pulled o u t 
It was signaled above 
Hastings, and came to a standstill, 
Bear Brakeman A lbert Herrick 
of 
Staatsburg being sent back to signal 
any train coming north. 
In a recent trial of the suit to re­ 
cover $5,000 damages from the railroad 
company, Messrs. Wilkinson & Cos- 
sum, counsel for the defense, called 
Donahoe to the stand, and he put the 
blame entirely on H errick’s shoulders; 
it was shown he did not flag Donahoe 
nor put torpedoes on the track, and 
th a t he allowed Donahoe to rush 
ahead and bring death to over a dozen 
people, while many more suffered un­ 
told agonies. 
Donahoe in this case 
also stuck to his engine. 


Theory Which Seems 
Accept. 
It seems a difficult underbaking to 
accept the theory th a t granite, glass 
and precious stones, not excepting 
diamonds, are composed of indepen­ 
dent particles th at are continually in 
exceedingly rapid motion. These active 
molecules are said to rotate and swing 
around a central point w ith such 
force and rapidity th at they consti­ 
tute, to all intents and purpose, a solid 
mass. 
Upon being divided, they w hirl 
around a new center as rapidly as be­ 
fore, the molecules passing a given 
point some millions of times in a sec­ 
ond of time.

The almost incalculable rate of speed 
drives the atoms against the drill or 
cutting edge th a t seeks to penetrate 
it, and dulls it w ithout perm itting it 
to make the slightest impression. 
On 
this theory, it appears th a t glass cut­ 
ting is merely the bringing together 
of tw o bodies consisting of molecules 
moving a t different velocities. 
As a 
m atter of course, the most powerful 
atom s break up the softer ones, and so 
this operation is merely a w ar of par­ 
ticles, in which the superior force is 
trium phant.

B A N K O F EN GLA ND . 


“The Old Lady of Threadneedle Street" 
Is Very Old Indeed. 
Ju st w hat the “irregularities” are 
th a t have lately put the credit of the 
Bank of England in question will per­ 
haps never be precisely known to the 
general public. 
“The Old Lady of 
Threadneedle Street” is not telling the 
public any more about her affairs than 
she has to, and beyond the announce­ 
m ent th a t the cashier, Frank May, has 
been compelled to resign because of 
the bank’s dissatisfaction w ith his 
way of doing business, the public is 
told nothing. 
Even the conservative 
and reticent Times of London doesn’t 
quite like this phase of the m atter 
and urgently advised the bank author­ 
ities to make known exactly on what 
basis the compormising rumors rested. 
This bank, which is the most impor­ 
ta n t in the world, was projected by 
William Paterson and was incorporated 
July 27, 1694. 
It was constituted as a 
joint-stock association, w ith a capital 
of $l,2o0 OOO, which was lent a t 8 per 
cent interest to the governm ent of 
William and Mary, a t the time in 
state of em barrassm ent 
At its very 
o utset therefore, the Bank of England 
was a servant of the government; and 
it has retained this character, b ut in 
diminishing degree, through all the 
stages of its subsequent history.
